EDITORIALS 


di Constructive Prosperity 
If all the money and efforts that are being expended 
by all the nations on earth for wars between nations 
would be expended instead for building better and more 
homes, more roads, factories, machinery, schools and 
numerous other improvements and betterments of every 
description that are possible and within reach today, 
what wonderful progress could not every nation make in 
the next ten years?. What is more no amount of progress 
made by any one nation as a result of such efforts of its 
own people could possibly injure any other nation. 
Compare this genuine prosperity with the unstable 
and unsound booms which have preceded and accom- 
panied the bloody wars of the present century. Wars 
are destructive and injure all who take part in them. 
Wars are usually followed by depressions and burden- 
some debts that plaque not only present but future gen- 
erations. Endless misery and countless destroyed homes 
trail in the wake of every large war. So destructive are 
wars today that the side that wins them frequently pays 
out more than the side that loses without either gaining 
anything to compensate for these losses. 

_ In World War I and World War II the United 
States fought on the winning sides but lost many lives 
and much treasure without. really gaining anything. 
Why fight more such wars in which everybody loses and 
the people of no participating nation gains? Why cannot 
all nations agree to expend the treasure and energy they 
now squander on wars on mutually constructive projects 
instead ? - War prosperity leads to depressions and misery 
without end. Peace prosperity could lead to permanent 
prosperity for all people and all nations.

It does seem rather strange that those in charge of 
the foreign policy of the United States should respond 
with such vivid enthusaism when political developments 
in Iran threaten to curb and bring under the ownership 
of that government the oil operations of that country. 

Why should a country like the United States which 
is blessed with tremendous oil supplies and enormous 
oil fields as yet untouched be so ready to plunge into the 
internal affairs of Iran? How must we look to the peo- 
ple of many a poverty stricken country after all the talk- 
ing we have been doing about having no interest what- 
ever in the internal affairs of any of the smaller countries 
except to protect them from the aggressions of other 
countries? 

Why are we poking our nose into the internal affairs 
of Iran? Have not the already poverty stricken people 
of that land suffered enough from the manner in which 
the oil monopoly that extracted vast riches from the oil 
fields of Iran let the people of Iran, who were doing the 
work of pumping the oil, just eke out a miserable exis- 
tence in squalor and want? 

Now, when the entire nation of Iran has been 
aroused to action and its people and government have 

taken steps to take over its entire oil industry our foreign 

policy makers are butting in much as they have already 
acted in several other countries, when similar interests 
apparently asked for immediate action. If our foreign 
policy makers continue to do the opposite from what 
they are assuring the whole world we stand for we are 
liable to find ourselves a much discredited helper of 
small nations. 


Shifting Taxes to Consumers 


Some years back organizations were formed all over 
the United States having as their avowed intention the 
bringing about a lowering of taxation. However, it has 
been proven long before now that the only lower taxes 
sought by these advocates and overly active workers were 
for the rich who are most able to pay them. No reduc- 
tion was sought for the small home owners or wage 
earners.. Instead these taxation organizations usually 
were among the most ardent supporters ef sales taxes and 
withholding taxes that pile the burden of taxation in- 
creasingly on the backs of homeless wage earners and 

_ the poorest of present day home owners. 
So successful have these taxation manipulators been 
‘in transferring taxes from those most able to pay to the 
backs of thuse least able to pay that it is not surprising 
to hear them clamoring again all over the land for a 
consumers tax to be assessed against all buyers of life’s 
: necessities. In this way they hope to get the masses of 
our people to pay the lion’s share of the cost of war and 
-preparedness, while they themselves get off ete in-

World War II _ veterans, it 
seems, may now be able to disprove 
the belief that ‘you can’t be in two 
places at the same time.” 

This comes about because of re- 
cent changes in the social security 
law giving World War II veterans 
credit on the social security rec- 
ords for each month of their war 
service. Even though they may at- 
tually have been in far-away 
places, the veterans get social se~ 
curity credit as if they had been in 
civilian work in the U. S. A. at the 
same time they were in the armed 
forces. 


World War II veterans now re-' 


ceive credits on the social security 
books for wages of $160*for each 
month of war service. This applies 
even to veterans who have never 
had a social security card. 

These wage credits represent 
valuable protection to veterans and 
their families, For example, we re- 
cently began making payments to 
the young widow and children of 
a veteran who was killed in action. 
He had never worked at all on jobs 
covered by social security, and had 
been in service about two years at 
the time of his death. Under the 
new law, he had enough social se- 
curity credits, based on his war 
service, to make his family eligible 
for survivors’ insurance benefits. 
Dozens of such families in’ this 
area, who were unable to qualify 
for benefits before, can now be- 
gin getting regular monthly pay- 
ments. They should get in touch 
with our office promptly and make 
application. 

These war-service social security 
credits may be used by veterans 
themselves toward old-age benefits 
at age 65 or later. They cannot be 
added to a veteran’s record or 
either -retirement or survivors’ 
benefit purposes, however, if his 
military service is counted toward 
other federal benefits or annuities. 
Dishonorable discharge is a_ bar. 
Otherwise, the credits apply gen- 
erally to veterans who were on ac- 
tive duty sometimes between Sep- 
tember 16, 1940, and July 24, 1947, 
and who either had 90 or more 
days active duty, died in service, 
or were discharged ‘because of 
service-connected disability.

Chicago (LPA)—The 11- day 
strike of the AFL Air Line Pilots 
Assn. against United Air Lines, 
which grounded all its planes in 
the U.S. and Hawaii, was ended

ment.” Return of the 900 pilots 
and co-pilots forestalled govern- 
ment seizure of UAL, first such 


airline in the nation’s history. The 
National Mediation Board now will 
“endeavor to mediate the issues in 
the dispute.” 

The fliers returned to work “un- 
| der the same conditions which pre- 
vailed immediately prior to the 
‘ Strike,” which meant they would 
not fly the new big and speedier 
DC-6Bs. Union demands for pay 
on a mileage basis, rather than 
hourly, to compensate for the high 
speeds, caused the walkout. The 
new craft, which cost $1,000,000 
each, can cross the U.S. ineabout 
10 hours. The walkout had not 
affected the United’s Pacific air- 
lift to Korea. 

At a seven-hour meeting be- 
tween the ALPA, company, and 
federal mediator, the union won 
demands that the DC-6B issue be 
negotiated before all others. Com- 
pany Opposition to this prevented 
an earlier truce. 

Union demands included a‘ re- 
flying per month, so pilots oper- 
ating present superspeed planes 
and future jet craft will obtain 
adequate rest between trips. In 
seeking to have their pay geared 
to the size and speed of planes 


flown, the pilots pointed out the 
change is necessary to avoid a 
speedup and reduction of jobs 
available to fliers.
